the 2f)th anniversary of World 
War II victory in Europe, called 
upon mankind today to rededi­ 
cate itself to the advancement 
of humanity rather than its de­ 
struction. 


The five-star general who led 
the invasion that brought an end 
to European hostilities, and la­ 
ter served his country as presi­ 
dent through eight years of rela­ 
tive peace, issued an anniversa­ 
ry 
statement 
from 
his 
farm 
home near Gettysburg. 


Eisenhower’s comments came 
on the eve of the actual cessa­ 
tion of hostilities in 1945. 


The former president’s state­ 
ment said in part: 


“ May 8. 1945, saw the end in 
Europe of the devastating war 
that had begun in the late sum­ 
mer of 1939, and involved prac­ 
tically the whole of the Euro-! 
pean area.

ry on V E Day inspired new 
hopes in w e a r y and terror- 
stricken 
populations for some 
assurance 
that 
governments 
would find a way to eliminate 
the possibility of future war. 
“ In an effort to give realiza­ 
tion to these hopes, a number of 
governments cooperated in the 
founding of the United Nations 
organization 
and 
for

there seemed to grow and flour­ 
ish a promise of an enduring 
and just peace.

soon 
disappointments 
ensued; 
mankind again began

uneasiness

“ On this 20th anniversary of 
V E Day, it would seem that all 
of us — every private citizen

TH E DETERIORATION O E SAUL’S CHARACTER A S 
DAVID GROWS IN WISDOM! AND SELF-CONTROL 


Scripture—I Samuel 18:5-16; 
SI. 


By R. H. RAMSEY 
HAVING rejected Sail! as 
king' of Israel, Samuel anoints 
David to be the successor to 
the throne. As the Spirit of the 
Lord 
descends 
upon 
David, 
bringing: wisdom and strength, 
it departs from Saul, and is re­ 
placed. by “an evil spirit from 
the Lord1’ which troubles him, 
reducing him to periods of deep 
despair and melancholy. 
Apparently 
Saul’s 
servants 
were accustomed to seeing the 
king in these moods, for they 
suggested that a harpist might, 
w ith his music, quiet Saul’s 
heart and ward off the attacks 
of the evil spirit. Saul agreed 
to the plan and, when one of 
the servants suggested David, 
sent for him. 
Thereafter whenever the fit 
of melancholy fell, David played 
soothing music on the harp, and 
the evil spirit left Saul. Saul 
soon became fond of David and 
made him his arm or-bearer. 
N ot only was David often 
brought into the court to play 
for the king when an evil spirit 
was upon him, but there arose 
between David and Saul’s son, 
Jonathan, the fast, unselfish 
friendship of kindred spirits. 
They were one in their God, 
In their faith, in their devotion 


tempted to murder him by east- 
big a javelin a t him. Apparent­ 
ly David was aware of the 
king’s intentions, else he would 
not have escaped. In these days 
of testing, Saul failed, becoming 
a murderer in his heart, if not 
in deed, and David grew in w is­ 
dom, stature and popularity, 
with the result th at Baul be­ 
came afraid of David. 
One-third of the entire book 
of I Samuel is occupied with 
Saul’s futile attem pts to alay 
David and, after his escape 
from Saul, David’s wanderings 
as he eluded the armies of SauL 
In I Samuel 24 we* learn Saul 
has tracked David to the wilder­ 
ness of En-gedi, where he has 
been living in a cave. The 
weary king retires to a cave to 
rest, unknowingly picking the 
very cave in which David is hid­ 
den, and falls asleep, 
after 
which David makes his ©scape. 
David pauses in his flight long 
enough to cut off a piece of the 
sleeping king's robe and later 
presents it to Saul as proof he 
had spared his life when he 
could have easily killed him. 
This realization brought re­ 
morse to Saul and a confession 
that he had been wrong and 
David had behaved righteously. 
Now fully aware that David 
was safe under the protecting

The Libyan govern­ 
ment expects to collect $250 mil­ 
lion in oil revenue this year.
